Sir:  —  As  provided  by  section  2,  chapter  108  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  I,  as  Chief  of  this  Force,  herein  submit  to 
Your  Excellency  my  fourth  annual  report  of  the  duties 
performed  by  the  respective  departments  during  the  period 
of  thirteen  months  ending  Nov.  30,  1919. 

The  consolidation  of  departments,  which,  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  statute,  became  operative  Dec.  1,  1919,  and 
by  which  the  Force  was  abolished,  necessitated  the  carrying 
on  of  the  work  through  the  month  of  November,  in  order 
that  the  reorganized  department  could  commence  its  duties 
as  of  December  1.

REPORT. 


The  Disteict  Police  Force. 

The  District  Police  Force,  which  is  abolished  by  the  act 
consolidating  the  State  departments,  was  first  created  by  the 
enactment  of  chapter  305,  Acts  of  1879,  just  forty  years 
ago,  after  the  Commonwealth  had  tried  the  experiment  of 
a  State  Police  Force  under  different  titles  for  several  years, 
each  of  which,  after  a  short  period  of  unsatisfactory  service, 
had  been  abolished.  The  members  of  the  Force  were  com- 
missioned for  a  period  of  three  years,  and  it  is  creditable  to 
the  character  of  the  men  selected  that  very  few  failed  to 
secure  reappointment  at  the  expiration  of  their  periods  of 
commission.  This  system  prevailed  until,  by  the  enactment 
of  section  1,  chapter  272,  Acts  of  1907,  the  tenure  of  office 
was  made  permanent.  The  title  of  the  Force  was  derived 
from  the  fact  that  the  original  appointments,  by  the  pro- 
visions of  the  statute,  were  made  from  residents  of,  and  for 
service  in  the  different  district  attorneys'  districts.  The 
central  headquarters  were  established  in  the  Way  Building, 
which  was  located  on  the  site  of  the  present  east  wing  of 
the  State  House 

The  first  member  of  the  Force  to  be  designated  as  Chief 
was  Rufus  R.  Wade,  who  retained  the  position  until  his 
death  in  1902.  The  force  originated  with  sixteen  officers, 
twelve  of  whom  were  designated  as  detectives,  and  four  as 
inspectors  of  factories  and  public  buildings. 

Under  the  management  of  Chief  Wade  the  department 
was  authorized  to  enforce  laws  passed  by  succeeding  Legis- 
latures, which  were  enacted  for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
the  health,  safety  and  morality  of  the  employees  in  manu- 
facturing and  mercantile  establishments,  and  also  laws 
enacted  for  the  safety  of  occupants  of  other  classes  of 
buildings,    as   schools,    churches,   theatres,    halls,   hotels   and 
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lodgings,  and  also  laws  regulating  the  ventilation  and 
sanitary  condition  of  all  of  these  buildings.  The  increase 
of  this  class  of  legislation  led  to  a  division  of  the  Force 
into  two  departments,  —  a  Detective  and  an  Inspection 
Department,  and  later  the  Inspection  Department  was 
divided  into  a  Department  of  Building  Inspection  and  a 
Department  of  Factory  Inspection. 

Upon  the  enactment  of  the  law  relative  to  the  inspection 
of  boilers  and  the  law  relative  to  the  licensing  of  steam 
engineers,  the  enforcement  of  these  laws  was  placed  in  the 
Inspection  Department  of  this  Force,  and  when  the  State 
Fire  Marshal's  Office  was  abolished  the  duties  of  that  depart- 
ment were  transferred  to  this  Force.  Under  Chief  Wade's 
administration  the  department  organized  and  developed 
the  present  systems  of  detective  service,  factory  inspection, 
building  inspection,  boiler  inspection  and  fire  investigation; 
and,  the  entire  membership  having  police  power,  it  con- 
stituted a  force  which  could  be  used  as  a  police  force  for 
emergency  purposes. 

The  necessity  for  a  State  Police  Force  is  twofold:  first, 
there  must  be  officers  versed  in  the  detection  and  prosecu- 
tion of  crime  committed  in  the  smaller  communities  of  the 
State,  where  it  is  financially  impossible  to  maintain  a  compe- 
tent force;  and  secondly,  there  should  be,  under  some 
authority  of  law,  a  force  of  sufficient  size  to  be  of  service 
to  the  Governor  in  assisting  him  in  the  enforcement  of  law, 
where  local  authority  is  unwilling  or  incapable  of  doing  so. 

I  believe  that  succeeding  legislative  bodies,  when  enact- 
ing these  laws,  saw  the  wisdom  of  retaining  in  one  depart- 
ment those  appointed  to  enforce  them,  and  of  granting  to 
them  the  police  power  which  would  result  in  maintaining 
under  one  head  a  force  sufficiently  large  for  emergency  pur- 
poses, while  at  other  times  the  members  could  be  employed 
in  regularly  designated  duties.  This  method  has  developed 
the  present  Force,  the  value  of  which  has  been  but  recently 
justified. 

Upon  the  death  of  Rufus  R.  Wade,  Joseph  E.  Shaw,  a 
member  of  the  Detective  Department,  was  designated  Chief, 
and    served   until    his    death    on   April   4,    1907,    and    Gen. 
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Jophanus  H.  Whitney  was  next  designated  as  Chief.  During 
his  administration  the  Board  of  Labor  and  Industries  was 
created  by  chapter  726,  Acts  of  1912,  and  thirteen  officers, 
then  acting  as  factory  inspectors,  were  transferred  thereto; 
and  the  Inspection  Department  was  divided,  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  610,  Acts  of  1913,  into  a  Building 
Inspection  Department  and  a  Boiler  Inspection  Depart- 
ment, a  Deputy  Chief  being  assigned  to  each  division. 

Upon  the  death  of  Chief  Whitney,  in  1915,  I  was  desig- 
nated Chief,  and  during  the  last  four  years  the  Department 
has  continued  as  then  constituted. 

The  District  Police,  during  its  forty  years  of  existence, 
has,  besides  performing  its  regularly  allotted  duties,  re- 
sponded, when  called  on  for  service  in  maintaining  the  peace, 
with  an  efficiency  equal  to  any  organized  police  body,  and 
has  enforced  the  law  and  maintained  order,  whenever  this 
was  possible,  under  police  methods.  It  is  gratifying  to  record 
the  fact  that  the  entire  available  membership  responded  for 
duty  during  the  recent  police  difficulty  in  Boston,  and  that 
thirty-two  of  these  men  so  detailed,  together  with  some  of 
the  police  inspectors  at  Boston  headquarters,  formed  the 
only  line  of  protection  between  the  forces  of  vandalism 
and  robbery,  which  broke  loose  on  the  night  of  September 
9  in  Boston,  and  the  lives  and  property  of  its  citizens. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  publicly  expressing  my 
gratitude  for  their  loyalty  to  duty  and  their  unflinching 
determination  to  uphold  the  dignity  and  power  of  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth,  without  regard  to  either  their  per- 
sonal safety  or  comfort.  Twenty-two  of  these  officers  were 
members  of  the  Building  Inspection  and  the  Boiler  In- 
spection Departments.  The  service  rendered  on  that  oc- 
casion fully  justifies  the  wisdom  of  past  legislative  bodies 
in  so  framing  laws  as  to  maintain  a  body  of  this  descrip- 
tion for  police  service,  and  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the 
present  Legislature  has  followed  to  the  extent  of  main- 
taining the  Force  intact  under  the  act  of  consolidation. 
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The  Clerical  Force. 

The  clerical  force,  as  defined  by  statute  and  designated 
by  the  Supervisor  of  Administration,  consists  of  one  chief 
clerk;  two  senior  clerks,  both  of  whom  are  stenographers; 
three  senior  stenographers;  three  stenographers;  ten  junior 
stenographers;  and  one  storekeeper.  One  senior  stenogra- 
pher has  acted,  as  occasion  required,  as  secretary  to  the 
Board  of  Boiler  Rules,  and  six  of  the  junior  stenographers 
are  employed  in  six  of  the  branch  offices,  one  in  each  office. 


Other  Employees. 

There  is  an  expert  assistant  employed  in  connection  with 
the  provisions  of  section  4,  chapter  275,  General  Acts  of 
1918,  authorizing  an  appropriation  to  be  expended  by  the 
Chief  of  this  Force  for  the  employment  of  expert  assistance 
to  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  the  statutes  relative  to  explo- 
sives and  inflammable  fluids  and  compounds.  Also  one 
engineer,  one  steward  and  two  deckhands  are  employed  on 
the  State  steamer  "  Lotis,"  the  engineer  during  the  entire 
year,  and  the  steward  and  deckhands  during  the  period  the 
steamer  is  in  commission,  being  about  six  months  of  each 
year.

Thomas  F.  Eustace.

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LEGISLATION. 


ADDITIONAL  DUTIES  IMPOSED  UPON  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE 
FORCE  BY  LEGISLATION  ENACTED  DURING  THE 
YEAR. 

The  Legislature  of  1919  imposed  upon  the  Chief  of  the 
Force  additional  duties  by  the  enactment  of  the  following 
statutes  during  its  session:  — 

General  Acts,  Chapter  160. 

An  Act  for  the  Further  Regulation  of  Public  and  Private 

Dances. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  darken  in  whole  or  in  part  the 
hall,  room,  piazza,  roof  garden  or  other  place  in  which  a  public  dance 
is  held,  or  any  stairway,  ante-room  or  passageway  connected  there- 
with, during  the  progress  of  a  dance  therein  or  until  all  persons,  except 
the  proprietor  and  his  employees,  have  withdrawn  from  the  premises. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  apply  only  to  dances  in  places  required 
to  be  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  sections  one  hundred  and 
seventy-two  and  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  two  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and  amendments  thereof. 

Section  3.  The  degree  of  light  required  in  places  to  which  this 
act  applies  shall  be  fixed  by  regulations  to  be  prescribed  by  the  chief 
of  the  district  police,  and  copies  of  such  regulations  and  of  this  act 
shall  be  conspicuously  posted  in  every  such  place. 

Section  4.  Violation  of  this  act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  statute  the  following  regu- 
lations have  been  promulgated,  and  copies  have  been  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  local  authorities  for  enforcement:  — 

Regulations. 

To  comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  three  of  the  above  act,  the 
degree  of  lighting  required  while  a  public  dance  is  being  held  in  any 
premises  named  in  section  1  of  the  act  shall  be  as  follows :  — 

The  dancing  space,  ante-rooms,  dressing  rooms,  balcony,  if  any, 
roof  garden,  promenade,  corridors,  stairs  and  passageways,  to  which 
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the  public  are  admitted,  shall  be  so  lighted  as  to  render  it  possible  to 
distinguish  any  person  by  every  other  person  therein. 

No  reduction  of  such  degree  of  lighting  shall  be  permitted  while  any 
person  other  than  the  proprietor  and  his  employees  is  allowed  to  remain 
upon  the  premises. 

General  Acts,  Chapter  271. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Licensing  and  Regulation  of  Private 

Detectives. 

Section  1.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  engage  in  the 
business  of,  or  solicit  business  as  a  private  detective,  or  the  business 
commonly  transacted  by  a  private  detective,  under  any  name  or  title 
whatsoever,  without  first  obtaining  from  the  chief  of  the  district  police 
a  license  so  to  do  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  The  said  license  may  be  granted  by  the  chief  of  the 
district  police  to  any  reputable  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  to  any 
firm  or  corporation  making  written  application  therefor.  The  person 
or  persons  making  the  application  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty-one 
years  of  age,  and  shall  certify  that  fchey  have  had  at  least  three  years' 
experience  as  investigators.  The  holder  of  a  license  may  employ  as 
many  agents,  operatives,  and  assistants  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
by  the  licensee  for  the  conduct  of  the  business. 

Section  3.  Application  for  the  license  shall  be  made  on  blank 
forms  to  be  furnished  by  the  chief  of  the  district  police.  The  material 
facts  stated  in  the  application  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the 
applicants,  or,  in  the  case  of  corporations,  by  the  oath  of  the  resident 
manager  or  superintendent,  to  whom  the  license  may  be  issued.  The 
application  shall  contain  the  certificates  of  at  least  three  reputable 
citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  residing  in  the  city  or  the  town  where 
the  applicant  proposes  in  his  application  to  establish  his  principal 
place  of  business,  and  said  certificates  shall  be  received  as  evidence  of 
the  good  repute  of  the  applicants,  and  as  evidence  that  the  repre- 
sentations made  in  the  application  are  true. 

Section  4.  The  license  shall  be  granted  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
and  shall  state  therein  the  name  and  address  of  the  principal  office  or 
place  of  business  of  the  licensee,  and  the  name  under  which  the  licensed 
business  is  to  be  conducted. 

Section  5.  For  each  license,  the  licensee,  if  an  individual,  shall 
pay  to  the  chief  of  the  district  police  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
annually,  and,  if  a  partnership  or  corporation,  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
dollars  annually,  and  shall  give  to  the  chief  of  the  district  police  a 
bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  executed  by  the  applicant 
as  principal  and  by  a  surety  company  authorized  to  do  business  in 
this  commonwealth  as  surety.  The  bond  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the 
chief  of  the  district  police  may  prescribe,  conditioned  upon  the  honest 
conduct  of  the  business  of  the  licensee,  and  the  right  of  any  person 
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injured  by  the  wilful,  malicious,  or  wrongful  act  of  the  licensee  to 
bring  in  his  own  name  an  action  on  the  bond. 

Section  6.  A  license  hereunder  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by 
the  chief  of  the  district  police  for  good  cause  shown:  provided,  that  due 
notice  shall  have  been  given  to  the  licensee  to  appear  before  the  chief 
of  the  district  police  to  show  cause  why  the  license  should  not  be 
revoked. 

Section  7.  Any  person  who  is  or  has  been  an  employee  of  a 
licensee  and  who  divulges  any  information  gained  by  him  in  the  said 
employment  except  as  his  employer  may  direct,  or  as  he  may  be 
required  by  law  to  do,  or  who  wilfully  makes  a  false  report  to  his 
employer,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  8.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  any  de- 
tective or  officer  belonging  to  the  police  force  of  the  commonwealth,  or 
of  any  subdivision  thereof,  while  engaged  in  the  performance  of  his 
official  duties;  nor  to  a  charitable,  philanthropic,  or  law-enforcement 
society  or  association  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth, nor  to  any  agent  thereof  while  engaged  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties,  as  such  agent:  provided,  that  the  society  or  organization 
is  promoted  and  maintained  for  the  public  good  and  not  for  private 
profit;  nor  to  any  person  employed  by  any  corporation,  firm  or  indi- 
vidual as  an  investigator  in  connection  with  the  business  of  such 
employer,  and  whose  services  are  not  let  out  to  another  for  profit  or 
gain;  nor  to  any  regularly  established  credit-reporting  or  mercantile 
agency. 

Section  9.  Any  person  other  than  an  agent,  employee  or  assist- 
ant of  a  licensee  hereunder,  and  any  corporation  acting  as  a  private 
detective  without  obtaining  a  license  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment;  but  no  corporation  shall  be  liable 
to  the  said  penalty  if  its  resident  manager  or  superintendent  is  duly 
licensed  hereunder. 

Section  10.  Sections  thirty-six  and  thirty-seven  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  eight  of  the  Revised  Laws  are  hereby  repealed. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  persons  or  corporations 
desiring  to  pursue  the  business  of  private  detective  must 
procure  a  license.  Since  the  taking  effect  of  the  act  on 
October  1,  six  corporations  and  twenty-six  individual  appli- 
cants have  been  granted  the  necessary  license;  this  is  a 
comparatively  small  number  as  compared  to  the  number 
formerly  engaged,  or  advertising  as  engaging,  in  the  busi- 
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ness  of  private  detective.  The  law  is  being  enforced  with- 
out contention  with  one  exception,  this  being  made  by 
persons  engaged  in  so-called  industrial  investigation,  and 
the  question  as  to  what  constitutes  a  private  detective  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Attorney-General  for  decision.  When 
the  proper  application  of  this  law  is  determined,  it  should 
be  of  great  benefit  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety, 
as  he  will  thus  be  enabled  to  keep  in  touch  with  those 
privately  engaged  in  the  investigation  of  criminal  offences, 
and  thus  be  enabled  to  make  use  of  such  agencies  when  in 
his  judgment  it  may  be  for  the  interest  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  do  so.  The  law  has  already  had  the  effect  of 
reducing  the  number  of  these  agencies  to  32,  which  is  a 
benefit  to  the  public,  for  from  information  received  some 
of  this  work  was  of  a  character  which  required  regulation. 
I  hope  to  see  the  business  of  private  detective,  through  the 
enforcement  of  this  statute,  raised  to  the  standard  it  should 
occupy  in  the  minds  of  our  people,  —  a  dependable  and 
often  a  necessary  adjunct  to  the  police  power  of  the  State. 
Fees  amounting  to  $3,800  have  been  received  by  me  for 
private  detective  licenses,  which  amount  has  been  paid  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth. 

General  Acts,  Chapter  303. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Use  of  Tanks  or  Containers  for  the 
Storage  of  Fluids  Other  than  Water. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  hereafter  construct,  maintain  or  use 
aDy  tank  or  container  of  more  than  ten  thousand  gallons  capacity, 
unless  constructed  principally  of  wood,  for  the  storage  of  any  fluid 
other  than  water  unless  the  same  is  underground,  without  first  securing 
a  permit  therefor  from  the  chief  of  the  district  police  or,  in  the  metro- 
politan district,  from  the  fire  prevention  commissioner. 

Section  2.  The  chief  of  the  district  police  and  the  fire  prevention 
commissioner  within  their  respective  jurisdictions  are  hereby  directed 
to  make  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  construction,  use  and 
maintenance  of  tank.;  to  which  this  act  applies.  Such  rules  and  regu- 
lations shall  not  take  effect  until  approved  by  the  governor  and  council, 
and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  3.  Any  person  who  constructs,  maintains  or  uses  a  tank 
to  which  this  act  applies  without  securing  a  permit  as  provided  in  this 
act,  and  any  person  who  violates  any  other  provision  of  this  act,  or 
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any  rule  or  regulation  made  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Under  the  requirements  of  this  statute  I  have  issued  the 
following  regulations,  which  have  been  duly  approved  by  the 
Governor  and  Council :  — 

Office  of  the  Chief  of  the  District  Police, 
Boston,  Oct.  13,  1919. 

Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Chief  of  the  District  Police,  in 
Accordance  with  the  Provisions  of  Chapter  303,  General 
Acts  of  1919,  governing  the  Construction,  Maintenance 
and  Use  of  Tanks  or  Containers. 

These  rules  and  regulations  do  not  apply  to  the  Metropolitan  Fire 
Prevention  District  as  defined  in  chapter  995,  Acts  of  1914. 

Definitions. 

Section  1.  A  "tank"  to  which  these  rules  and  regulations  apply 
shall  mean  any  tank,  container  or  receptacle  of  more  than  ten  thou- 
sand gallons  capacity,  used  for  the  storage  of  any  fluid  other  than 
water,  provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  these  rules  and  regulations 
shall  apply  to  tanks  which  are  to  be  placed  wholly  underground  or 
which  are  constructed  principally  of  wood. 

Section  2.  "Fluid"  shall  mean  any  substance  or  compound  which 
is  normally  in  a  liquid  or  partly  liquid  state  at  ordinary  temperatures, 
excepting  water. 

Permits. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  hereafter  construct,  maintain  or  use 
any  tank  or  container  to  which  these  rules  and  regulations  apply  with- 
out first  having  obtained  a  permit  therefor  from  the  Chief  of  the  Dis- 
trict Police. 

Section  4.  Application  for  a  permit  shall  be  made  in  writing  to 
the  Chief  of  the  District  Police.  No  permit  will  be  granted  until 
plans  and  specifications  in  duplicate  have  been  filed  with  the  Chief  of 
the  District  Police,  and  have  been  approved  for  use  as  specified  in  the 
application,  one  set  of  plans  to  be  retained  by  said  Chief  and  one  to  be 
returned  to  the  applicant,  and,  in  the  case  of  new  installation,  the 
returned  plans,  as  approved,  shall  be  kept  upon  the  premises  for  the 
use  of  the  contractor  and  inspector  till  after  the  construction  of  said 
tank  or  tanks. 

Section  5.  Plans  must  be  drawn  to  scale  and  clearly  indicate  the 
following:  — 

(a)  The  name  of  the  fluid  to  be  stored  therein.

(b)  Kind  of  material  used,  thickness  and  tensile  strength  of  plates, 
and  method  of  construction,  including  the  roof  thereof,  and  all  inlets, 
oatlets,  manholes,  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  required. 

(c)  A  description  of  the  retaining  basin,  where  required  around  the 
tank,  stating  the  kind  of  construction,  thickness,  height  of  walls  and 
cubic  capacity. 

Section  6.  All  permits  under  these  rules  and  regulations  shall  be 
conspicuously  posted  upon  the  premises  of  the  tank. 

Section  7.  A  permit  shall  be  required  for  each  and  every  tank  or 
container  to  which  these  rule^  and  regulations  apply. 

Section  8.  In  all  closed  tanks  there  shall  be  a  vent  or  vents  large 
enough  to  relieve  the  tank  of  any  pressure  that  may  be  generated  from 
the  liquid  stored  therein. 

Section  9.  No  cast  iron  shall  be  used  in  the  construction  of  a 
tank. 

Section  10.  Tanks  used  for  the  storage  of  inflammable  fluid  shall 
be  subject  to  the  regulations  of  this  department  governing  the  storage 
of  such  fluid. 

Section  11.  Tanks,  when  required  by  this  department,  shall  be 
completely  surrounded  by  walls  of  reinforced  cement  concrete,  forming 
a  retaining  basin  of  sufficient  cubical  dimensions  to  hold  fifty  per  cent 
more  fluid  than  the  total  capacity  of  the  tank. 

Section  12.  The  walls  of  all  retaining  basins  shall  be  constructed 
in  a  manner  to  safely  withstand  the  pressure  of  twenty-five  per  cent 
more  fluid  than  the  total  capacity  of  the  tank,  with  a  factor  of  safety 
of  three;  and,  if  so  required,  shall  be  without  openings  of  any  kind, 
except  for  piping  which  shall  be  cemented  therein  liquid  tight. 

Section  13.  The  bottom  of  all  retaining  basins  shall  be  composed 
of  sand,  gravel,  cinders  or  other  porous  material.. 

Section  14.  All  retaining  basins  shall  be  kept  clear  of  snow,  ice, 
water  or  refuse  material  which  will  decrease  their  cubic  capacity. 

Section  15.  The  Chief  of  the  District  Police  may  waive  the  pro- 
vision requiring  a  tank  to  be  surrounded  by  a  retaining  basin,  provided 
tha'-;  such  tank  is  located  in  a  natural  basin,  and  if,  in  his  judgment, 
the  surrounding  property  would  not  be  endangered  by  a  rupture  of  the 
tank  and  consequent  release  of  the  fluid  stored  therein. 

Maintenance. 

Section  16.  All  tanks  shall  be  kept  properly  painted  at  all  times 
and  all  leaks  therein  must  be  stopped  immediately. 

Section  17.  Cracks  or  other  disintegrations  in  the  walls  of  retain- 
ing basins  must  be  repaired  immediately  and  the  walls  maintained  in 
a  liquid-tight  condition. 
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Use  of  Tanks  or  Containers. 

Section  18.  All  permits  shall  state  thereon  the  name  of  the  fluid 
to  be  stored  in  the  tank  for  which  it  is  issued,  and  no  tank  shall  be  u^ed 
for  any  fluid  of  greater  specific  gravity  than  that  stated  in  the  permit. 

Miscellaneous. 

Section  19.  All  tanks  and  containers  and  the  manner  of  storing 
fluid  in  connection  therewith,  and  all  permits  granted  under  these 
rules  and  regulations,  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  member 
of  the  boiler  inspection  department  of  the  District  Police,  or  any  person 
duly  authorized  in  writing  by  the  Chief  of  the  District  Police  to  make 
such  inspection. 

Section  20.  The  Chief  of  the  District  Police  reserves  the  right  to 
modify  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  rules  and  regulations,  subject  to 
approval  of  Governor  and  Council.

The  enactment  of  this  statute  resulted  from  the  collapse 
of  a  molasses  tank  in  the  city  of  Boston,  by  which  several 
persons  lost  their  lives  and  a  large  amount  of  property 
damage  ensued,  in  consequence  of  which  suits  involving 
practically  a  million  dollars  are  pending. 

As  the  law  did  not  become  effective  until  Oct.  12,  1919, 
its  working  out  is  yet  in  the  controversial  state.  Still,  data 
furnished  for  the  construction  of  some  of  these  tanks  fully 
justify  the  proponents  of  this  legislation,  and  its  proper 
enforcement  will  be  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the  Common- 
wealth, and  will  be  the  cause  of  the  saving  of  lives  and 
property  of  our  people  in  the  future. 
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General  Acts,  Chapter  133. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Payment  of  Fees  for  the  Inspection  of 
Boilers  and  Air  Tanks. 

All  fees  for  the  inspection  of  boilers,  as  provided  in  section  fourteen 
of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  seven,  as  amended  by  section  five  of  chapter  five  hundred  and 
thirty-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve;  and  for  the 
inspection  of  air  tanks,  as  provided  in  section  eight  of  chapter  six  hun- 
dred and  forty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  shall 
hereafter  be  paid  to  the  chief  of  the  district  police,  who  shall  pay  the 
same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  commonwealth. 

Prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  statute  all  fees  for  the 
inspection  of  boilers  and  air  tanks  were  collected  by  the 
individual  boiler  inspectors,  thus  taking  up  considerable 
of  the  time  which  could  be  used  by  such  inspectors  in  their 
ordinary  and  customary  duties  of  boiler  inspection  and  the 
examination  of  engineers  and  firemen. 

Since  July  28  of  this  year  all  fees  for  the  inspection  of 
boilers  and  air  tanks  have  been  collected  through  the  Chief's 
office,  and  the  accounts  in  connection  therewith,  and  also 
in  connection  with  applications  received  for  examinations 
for  engineers',  firemen's  and  hoisting  machinery  operators' 
licenses,  have  been  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Chief. 

The  amounts  collected  during  such  period  have  been  as 
follows:  —

The  amount  has  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 
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RELATIVE  TO  THE  APPROVAL  OF  ENTERTAINMENTS 
HELD  UPON  THE  LORD'S  DAY. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  385,  Acts  of  1908,  it  has 
been  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  the  District  Police  to  approve 
or  otherwise  all  entertainments  given  upon  the  Lord's  day 
to  which  admission  is  to  be  obtained  upon  the  payment  of 
money  or  some  other  pecuniary  or  valuable  consideration. 

During  the  thirteen  months  ending  Nov.  30,  1919,  there 
have  been  received  from  the  mayors  of  cities  and  the  select- 
men of  towns  specified  in  the  followiDg  list  11,071  applications, 
with  licenses  and  programs,  requesting  my  approval  of  the 
entertainments  to  be  given  upon  the  Lord's  day  covered  by 
such  applications,  a  fee  of  $1  having  accompanied  each 
license,  making  a  total  of  $11,071  received,  which  amount 
has  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth.

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By  referring  to  the  above  list  it  will  be  noted  that  a 
weekly  average  of  194+  licenses  has  been  forwarded  to  me 
for  approval  of  the  entertainments  represented  by  such 
licenses;  it  will  also  be  noted  that,  of  the  number  received, 
11,055  have  been  approved  and  16  have  been  disapproved 
for  good  and  sufficient  reasons.  It  will  be  understood,  how- 
ever, that  while  but  16  entertainments  have  been  entirely 
disapproved  there  have  been  a  number,  probably  5  per  cent, 
of  which  certain  numbers  on  the  programs  have  been  dis- 
approved, the  remaining  numbers  of  the  entertainments  hav- 
ing been  approved. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  at  least  95  per  cent  of  the  enter- 
tainments given  upon  the  Lord's  day  have  consisted  of 
moving  pictures,  it  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Chief  of  this 
Department  to  censor  such  pictures  as  the  various  film 
exchanges  desire  to  rent  for  use  for  such  entertainments, 
the  pictures  being  brought  to  the  State  House  and  displayed 
before  the  chief  clerk  of  the  Department  or  myself  in  order 
to  determine  whether  such  pictures  shall  be  approved  in 
whole  or  in  part  for  Lord's  day  entertainments.  During 
the  period  covered  by  this  report  there  have  been  1,477 
pictures  displayed  for  this  purpose,  being  an  average  of 
about  26  per  week,  of  which  number,  1,096  have  received 
approval  without  eliminations,  243  have  been  approved 
after  certain  eliminations  have  been  made,  and  138  have 
been  disapproved.  A  considerable  number  of  the  pictures 
displayed  consist  of  what  are  termed  "Features,"  which 
are  made  up  of  from  five  to  eight  reels  each. 

The  pictures  which  are  disapproved  entirely  are  such  pic- 
tures as  contain  scenes  of  crime,  as  murder,  robbery,  larceny 
and  fraud,  or  scenes  of  rough  play  and  coarse  action;  but 
in  a  case  where  the  crime  represented  by  a  picture  of  five 
reels  or  more  can  be  eliminated  from  the  picture  without 
affecting  the  story  intended  to  be  depicted  thereby,  such 
elimination  is  made  by  the  owner  of  the  picture,  if  he  so 
desires,  from  one  or  more  prints,  such  eliminations  being 
surrendered  to  this  office,  after  which  the  prints  from  which 
the  eliminations  have  been  made  are  approved  and  permitted 
to  be  used  in  entertainments  given  upon  the  Lord's  day.     A 
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comparative  statement  of  the  number  of  entertainments 
which  have  been  forwarded  for  my  approval  during  the  last 
five  years  is  given  below,  from  which  it  will  be  noted  that 
there  has  been  a  steady  increase  from  year  to  year  in  the 
number  of  such  entertainments.

It  is  also  to  be  noted  that  very  few  complaints  have  been 
made  in  relation  to  entertainments  given  upon  the  Lord's 
day,  either  by  the  Lord's  Day  Observance  League  or  other 
persons,  from  which  it  is  to  be  surmised  that  the  methods 
used  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  law  have  been 
generally  satisfactory  to  the  public. 

I  also  feel  it  my  duty  to  state  that  I  have  received  the 
most  helpful  co-operation  from  the  licensing  authorities  of 
the  respective  cities  and  towns  in  connection  with  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  law.

The  Chief  of  this  Force  is  required,  under  the  provisions 
of  section  34,  chapter  655,  Acts  of  1913,  to  annually  make  a 
full  report  of  the  conditions  of  all  theatres,  special  halls  and 
public  halls,  and  it  is  also  required  that  such  report  shall 
be  a  public  document  open  to  examination  by  the  public 
at  all  times.

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STATUTE  ABOLISHING  THE  DISTRICT  POLICE  FORCE 
AND  TRANSFERRING  ITS  DUTIES  TO  A  DEPART- 
MENT OF  PUBLIC  SAFETY. 

17.     Department  of  Public  Safety. 

Section  99.  The  district  police  force,  existing  under  authority 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and  acts  in 
amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,  and  all  offices,  depart- 
ments and  divisions  thereof;  the  board  of  boiler  rules,  existing  under 
authority  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  seven;  the  board  of  elevator  regulations  authorized 
under  authority  of  chapter  eight  hundred  and  six  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  thirteen;  and  the  office  of  fire  prevention  commis- 
sioner of  the  metropolitan  district,  existing  under  authority  of  chapter 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
fourteen,  are  hereby  abolished.  All  the  rights,  powers,  duties  and 
obligations  of  the  district  police,  said  boards  arid  said  offices  are 
hereby  transferred  to,  and  shall  hereafter  be  exercised  and  performed 
by  the  department  of  public  safety,  established  by  this  act,  which 
shall  be  the  lawful  successor  of  the  district  police  and  of  said  boards 
and  offices. 

Section  100.  The  department  of  public  safety  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  and  control  of  a  commissioner,  to  be  known  as  the  com- 
missioner of  public  safety,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  The  first  appointment 
shall  be  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  or  five  years,  as  the 
governor  may  determine.  Thereafter  the  governor  shall  appoint  the 
commissioner  for  the  term  of  five  years,  shall  fill  any  vacancy  for 
the  unexpired  term,  and  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  council,  remove 
the  commissioner.  The  commissioner  shall  receive  such  annual  salary, 
not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  as  the  governor  and  council  may 
determine. 

Section  101.  The  commissioner  shall  be  the  executive  and  admin- 
istrative head  of  the  department.  He  shall  have  charge  of  the  ad- 
ministration and  enforcement  of  all  laws,  rules  and  regulations  which 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  department  to  administer  and  enforce,  and  shall 
direct  all  inspections  and  investigations  except  as  is  otherwise  provided 
herein.  He  shall  organize  the  department  in  three  divisions,  namely, 
a  division  of  state  police  under  his  own  immediate  charge,  a  division 
of  inspection  under  the  charge  of  a  director  to  be  known  as  chief  of 
inspections,  and  a  division  of  fire  prevention  under  the  charge  of  a 
director  to  be  known  as  state  fire  marshal.    The  state  fire  marshal  and 
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the  chief  of  inspections  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor;  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  may, 
with  like  approval,  be  removed.  The  directors  shall  receive  such 
annual  salary,  not  exceeding  four  thousand  dollars,  as  the  governor 
and  council  may  determine.  The  commissioner  may,  subject  to  the 
civil  service  law  and  rules  where  they  apply,  appoint,  transfer  and 
remove  officers,  inspectors,  experts,  clerks  and  other  assistants,  and, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  of 
the  General  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen,  and  the  rules  and 
regulations  made  thereunder,  and  to  the  approval  of  the  governor  and 
council  where  that  is  required  by  law  may  fix  the  compensation  of  the 
said  persons. 

Section  102.  The  division  of  state  police  shall  except  as  is  other- 
wise provided  herein  include  the  functions  of  the  detective  and  fire 
inspection  department  of  the  district  police.  The  commissioner  shall 
have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  the  chief  of  the  district 
police. 

Section  103.  The  division  of  inspections  shall  include  the  func- 
tions of  the  boiler  inspection  department  of  the  district  police,  and  of 
the  building  inspection  department  of  the  district  police.  The  chief  of 
inspections  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  now  pro- 
vided by  law  for  the  deputy  chief  of  the  building  inspection  depart- 
ment of  the  district  police  and  for  the  deputy  chief  of  the  boiler 
inspection  department  of  the  district  police.  Inspectors  assigned  to 
said  division  shall  be  designated  as  building  inspectors  or  as  boiler 
inspectors,  and  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of 
inspectors  of  the  building  inspection  department  and  of  the  boiler 
inspection  department,  respectively,  of  the  district  police. 

Section  104.  The  director  in  charge  of  the  fire  prevention  division 
shall,  under  the  supervision  of  the  commissioner,  perform  the  duties 
of  the  fire  prevention  commissioner  for  the  metropolitan  district,  whose 
office  is  abolished  hereby,  and  shall  also  have  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  of  the  district  police  and  of  the  deputy  chief  of  the  detective 
and  fire  inspection  department  of  the  district  police  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  four,  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition 
thereto,  relative  to  the  keeping  and  storing  of  inflammable  fluids  and 
combustible  compounds  and  of  the  district  police  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  Revised  Laws  and  acts  in  amendment 
thereof  and  in  addition  thereto.  The  said  director  shall  submit  to  the 
commissioner  rules  and  regulations  under  the  said  acts,  and  such  rules 
and  regulations  shall  take  effect  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
three  hundred  and  seven  of  the  General  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen,  when  approved  by  the  commissioner  and  by  the  governor 
and  council,  and  on  such  dates  as  they  may  fix. 

Section  105.     The  commissioner  shall  appoint  a  board  of  boiler 
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rules  which  shall  exercise  the  functions  of  the  board  of  boiler  rules  as 
now  provided  by  law.  Said  board  shall  consist  of  the  chief  of  inspec- 
tions, as  chairman,  and  four  other  members  whose  qualifications  and 
compensation  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  the  members  of  the  board 
of  boiler  rules  abolished  by  this  act.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  ap- 
pointed members  of  said  board  shall  be  three  years,  except  that  when 
first  appointed  one  of  the  members  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year, 
one  for  two  years  and  two  for  three  years.  Such  clerical  and  other 
assistants  as  may  be  required  by  said  board  shall  be  assigned  to  it  by 
the  commissioner. 

Section  106.  The  commissioner  shall,  as  occasion  requires,  appoint 
a  board  of  elevator  regulations  which  shall  exercise  the  functions  of  the 
board  of  elevator  regulations  as  now  provided  by  law.  Said  board 
shall  consist  of  the  chief  of  inspections  as  chairman,  a  consulting  en- 
gineer, the  building  commissioner  of  the  city  of  Boston,  an  inspector 
of  buildings  of  some  city  other  than  Boston,  a  representative  of  a 
liability  insurance  company  licensed  to  write  such  insurance  in  the 
commonwealth,  a  representative  of  elevator  manufacturers  and  an 
experienced  elevator  constructor.  They  shall  serve  without  compen- 
sation, but  their  necessary  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  department. 
Such  clerical  and  other  assistants  as  may  be  required  by  said  board 
shall  be  assigned  to  them  by  the  commissioner. 

Section  107.  The  commissioner  may,  when  public  exigency  re- 
quires, with  the  approval  of  the  governor,  call  upon  the  metropolitan 
district  commission,  hereby  established,  for  assistance  in  performing 
the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  law;  and  the  said  commission  shall, 
when  so  called  upon,  assign  to  duty  under  said  commissioner  such  of 
the  police  force  under  its  control  as  it  and  the  commissioner  shall 
determine. 

Section  108.  The  commissioner  may  appoint  officers  and  in- 
spectors who  shall  have  the  same  powers  now  conferred  by  law  upon 
officers  and  inspectors  of  the  district  police.  The  number  of  such 
officers  and  inspectors  shall  not,  at  first,  exceed  the  number  of  officers 
in  the  detective  and  fire  inspection  department  of  the  district  police 
and  of  inspectors  in  the  service  of  the  building  inspection  and  boiler 
inspection  departments  of  the  district  police  and  in  the  service  of  the 
fire  prevention  commissioner  of  the  metropolitan  district,  and  shall  not 
thereafter  be  increased  without  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil. The  provisions  of  sections  six  and  seven  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  eight  of  the  Revised  Laws  shall,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable, 
apply  to  officers  and  inspectors  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

Section  109.  Any  person  affected  by  an  order  of  the  department 
or  of  a  division  or  office  thereof,  may,  within  such  time  as  the  com- 
missioner may  fix,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  days  after  notice 
of  such  order,  appeal  to  the  commissioner,  who  shall  thereupon  grant 
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a  hearing,  and  after  such  hearing  may  amend,  suspend  or  revoke  such 
order.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  an  order  approved  by  the  commis- 
sioner majr  appeal  to  the  superior  court :  provided,  such  appeal  is  taken 
within  fifteen  day^  from  the  date  when  such  order  is  approved.  The 
superior  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  upon  such  appeal  to 
annul  such  order  if  found  to  exceed  the  authority  of  the  department, 
and  upon  petition  of  the  commissioner  to  enforce  all  valid  orders  issued 
by  the  department.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
deprive  any  person  of  the  right  to  pursue  any  other  lawful  remedy. 

Section  110.  Whenever  the  governor  shall  deem  it  necessary  to 
provide  more  effectively  for  the  protection  of  persons  and  property, 
and  for  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order  in  the  commonwealth,  he 
may  authorize  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  to  make  additional 
appointments,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  in  number,  to  the  police 
division  of  said  department,  together  with  such  other  employees  as  the 
governor  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  administration  thereof. 
The  appointment  of  the  additional  officers  shall  be  temporary  until  the 
general  court  has  authorized  their  permanent  addition  to  the  depart- 
ment. The  commissioner  may,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  gover- 
nor, make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  said  additional  force,  including 
matters  pertaining  to  their  discipline,  organization  and  government, 
compensation  and  equipment,  and  means  of  swift  transportation. 
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DUTIES  OF  THE  RESPECTIVE  DEPARTMENTS. 
Detective  Department. 

The  Detective  Department  consists  of  a  deputy  chief, 
captain,  chief  fire  aide  and  twenty-six  officers.  Fifteen  of 
these  officers  are  employed  as  detectives  and  eleven  as  fire 
inspectors  for  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  relative  to  the 
sale,  manufacture,  storage,  etc.,  of  inflammable  compounds 
which  was  imposed  on  this  department  by  chapter  400, 
Acts  of  1904,  whereby  the  duties  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal 
were  transferred  to  the  Detective  Department  of  the  Dis- 
trict Police. 

The  Chief  of  the  Force  is  required  to  report  to  the  Insur- 
ance Commissioner,  not  later  than  January  15,  all  fires 
which  have  occurred  during  the  previous  year,  but,  as  this 
report  is  not  completed  until  January  1,  it  is  not  possible 
to  submit  figures  of  the  fires  for  the  year  1919,  and  com- 
parison of  results  can  only  be  submitted  as  between  the 
years  1917  and  1918.  I  have,  since  taking  control  of  the 
Department,  instituted  a  system  of  reporting  which  insures 
a  report  of  all  fires  from  every  city  and  town  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, so  that  the  number  of  fires  reported  in  the  last 
three  years  is  correct. 

A  comparison  of  the  number  of  fires  and  the  losses  thereby 
follows:  — 

In  1917  there  were  7,193  fires,  while  during  1918  there 
were  but  6,814,  a  decrease  of  379  for  1918.  Still,  the  loss  for 
1917  was  $11,696,411,  while  for  1918  the  loss  was  $11,988,- 
615,  an  increase  of  $332,273,  an  average  increase  of  $179 
loss  per  fire  in  1918  over  1917.  Had  the  loss  per  fire  in  1918 
been  no  greater  than  in  1917,  the  total  loss  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  would  have  been  $650,000  less  than  re- 
ported, and  the  loss  for  1918  would  be  $318,000  less  than 
in  1917.  This  gross  increase  in  loss  may  possibly  be  ac- 
counted for  by  the  rising  value  of  all  commodities  during 
this  period. 

The  causes  of  fires  remain  practically  the  same,  more  than 
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60  per  cent  being  attributable  to  carelessness;  and  it  is  a 
matter  of  serious  thought  that  845  fires  were  caused  by  care- 
less smokers  during  1918,  the  loss  from  which  amounted  to 
$994,479,  or  $1,178  per  fire,  and  these  facts  lead  me  to  the 
conclusion  that  something  more  radical  than  present-day 
fire  prevention  propaganda  and  education  will  be  required 
before  any  material  change  will  result. 


Explosives  and  Inflammable  Fluids  and  Compounds. 
Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  220,  General  Acts  of  1915, 
and  chapter  275,  General  Acts  of  1918,  the  Chief  is  au- 
thorized to  expend  the  ^um  of  $3,750  for  expert  assistance 
in  the  enforcement  of  the  law  relative  to  explosives  and 
inflammable  fluids  and  compounds,  and  under  this  provision 
of  law  I  have  retained  the  services  of  Mr.  Walter  L.  Wedger, 
whose  report  follows:  —

The  steamer  "Lotis"  was  in  commission  until  her  boiler 
gave  out  on  July  1  at  Wellfleet,  and  leaked  so  badly  that  I 
was  obliged  to  have  her  towed  to  East  Boston  for  repairs, 
and  an  appropriation  was  made  by  the  Legislature  for  the 
purchase  of  a  new  boiler,  which  I  have  had  installed.  This 
work  kept  the  boat  out  of  commission  until  nearly  the  close 
of  the  season.  The  breaking  down  of  the  boiler  was  an 
unfortunate  incident,  as  I  had  anticipated  being  able  to  use 
the  boat  for  one  more  season  before  the  installation  of  a 
new  boiler,  although  at  the  time  the  boat  was  purchased, 
in  1915,  the  boiler  was  guaranteed  for  but  two  years. 

A  report  of  such  work  as  the  officer  in  charge  was  able 
to  accomplish  may  be  found  on  page  69  of  this  report. 

Building  Inspection  Department. 

The  Building  Inspection  Department  is  composed  of  a 
deputy  chief  and  eighteen  inspectors.  The  duties  of  these 
inspectors  are  manifold,  consisting  of  the  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  chapter  655,  Acts  of  1913,  relative  to  the 
construction,  alteration  and  maintenance  of  buildings  of 
certain  classes,  and  all  existing  laws  relative  to  the  ventila- 
tion and  sanitation  of  these  buildings;  the  provisions  of 
chapter  791,  Acts  of  1914,  relative  to  the  use  of  the  cine- 
matograph, the  licensing  of  operators  of  these  machines,  and 
the  inspection  of  machines  and  the  booths  provided  by  law 
for  these  machines;  also  the  provisions  of  chapter  806,  Acts 
of  1913,  relative  to  the  inspection  of  elevators,  and  the 
enforcement  of  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Board  of 
Elevator  Regulations  as  provided  therein  in  cities  and  towns 
where  no  building  department  nor  inspector  of  buildings  is 
provided. 

Building  Inspection. 

Chapter  655,  Acts  of  1913,  aims  for  the  frequent  inspec- 
tion of  certain  classes  of  buildings  where  people  congregate 
or  reside  in  large  numbers,  and  by  its  provisions  the  Chief 
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of  the  District  Police  is  authorized  to  issue  regulations 
applicable  to  different  classes  of  buildings  for  the  purpose 
of  uniformity  in  the  enforcement  of  this  statute,  the  inten- 
tion of  which  is  to  safeguard  the  health  of  occupants  from 
improper  sanitation  or  ventilation,  and  to  safeguard  the 
lives  of  occupants  from  the  danger  of  fire,  providing  proper 
egress,  fire-extinguishing  methods,  and  methods  in  con- 
struction and  care  to  prevent  the  spread  of  fire,  and  I 
believe  the  fire  prevention  laws  if  made  applicable  to  the 
Commonwealth  should  be  placed  in  this  branch  of  the 
service  for  a  proper  enforcement,  for  it  is  reasonable  to 
suppose  that  men  qualified  for  the  enforcement  of  building 
laws  are  best  fitted  to  enforce  all  laws  relative  to  fire  pre- 
vention; this  seems  to  me  the  proper  assignment  of  these 
duties. 

As  noted  in  my  last  annual  report,  a  committee  appointed 
by  me  for  the  study  of  the  systems  of  ventilation  of  school 
buildings,  while  suspending  further  investigations  in  this 
State  pending  an  exhaustive  examination  of  this  subject  by 
a  national  board,  are  still  accumulating  information  on  the 
subject,  and  their  final  report  will  probably  be  of  sufficient 
value  to  pay  for  the  experiment. 


Elevator  Inspection. 

Chapter  806,  Acts  of  1913,  provides  for  annual  inspection 
of  elevators,  but  the  duty  of  inspection  is  imposed  upon 
local  building  inspectors  in  cities  and  towns  where  such 
officers  are  established,  and  on  the  Building  Inspection 
Department  of  the  District  Police  in  all  other  places.  I 
believe  that  tnis  duty  should  be  imposed  upon  one  depart- 
ment, and  that  department,  by  the  addition  of  a  force  suffi- 
cient to  perform  all  of  this  work,  should  be  attached  either 
to  the  Building  Inspection  Department  or  Boiler  Inspection 
Department  of  this  Force,  which,  in  my  opinion,  will  be  found 
to  be  the  most  economical  and  efficient  method  eventually, 
as  the  accidents  due  to  careless  construction  or  use  of  these 
machines  show  no  appreciable  decrease,  which  to  my  mind 
can  be  overcome  by  unit  authority  and  supervision  only.

Relative  to  the  Exhibition  of  Motion  Pictures. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  791,  Acts  of  1914,  the 
enforcement  of  which  is  placed  upon  the  building  inspectors 
of  this  Department,  it  is  necessary  that  every  cinematograph 
or  similar  apparatus  involving  the  use  of  a  combustible  film 
more  than  10  inches  in  length,  and  which  is  to  be  used  in 
or  upon  the  premises  of  public  buildings,  public  or  private 
institutions,  schoolhouses,  churches,  theatres,  special  halls, 
public  halls,  miscellaneous  halls  and  places  of  public  assem- 
blage or  public  resort,  shall  be  duly  inspected  and  approved 
or  otherwise  by  an  inspector  of  the  Building  Inspection 
Department  before  such  machine  may  be  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  displaying  moving  pictures  in  such  places. 

The  statute  in  question  also  provides  for  the  issuance  of 
four  grades  or  classes  of  licenses  to  persons  desiring  to  operate 
the  cinematograph  or  similar  apparatus,  such  licenses  being 
known,  respectively,  as  the  special,  first-class,  second-class 
and  special  limited  licenses. 

A  special  license  authorizes  the  holder  to  operate  any 
moving-picture  machine  in  this  Commonwealth,  whether 
driven  by  motor  or  by  hand;  a  first-class  license  author- 
izes the  holder  to  operate  any  hand-driven  moving-picture 
machine  in  the  Commonwealth;  a  second-class  license  au- 
thorizes the  holder  to  operate  any  hand-driven  machine 
in  the  presence  of  another  operator  who  must  hold  either 
a  special  or  first-class  license;  and  a  special  limited  license 
authorizes  the  holder  to  operate  a  moving-picture  machine 
in  a  specified  church,  school  or  public  institution  only,  such 
licenses  being  granted  for  use  in  any  of  the  cities  and 
towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  with  the  exception  of  the 
city  of  Boston.  In  addition  to  the  above,  the  statute 
provides  for  the  granting  of  permits  to  persons  desiring  to 
assist  operators,  and  such  permits  may  be  granted  by  the 
head  of  the  Department  to  any  person  eighteen  years  of  age 
or  over.  In  order  to  obtain  a  special  or  first-class  operator's 
license  a  person  must  be  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  over, 
and  in  order  to  obtain  a  second-class  license  a  person  must 
be  twenty  years  of   age  or  over,  and  must  have  held  and 
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used  an  assistant's  permit  for  a  period  of  at  least  three 
months. 

^  A  fee  of  $3  must  accompany  each  application  for  exami- 
nation for  a  license  as  either  a  special  or  first-class  operator, 
and  a  fee  of  $2  must  accompany  the  application  for  exami- 
nation for  a  special  limited  or  second-class  license,  while  a 
fee  of  $1  is  necessary  to  obtain  an  operator's  assistant's  per- 
mit. The  examinations  for  moving-picture  operators'  licenses 
are  of  a  practical  nature,  and  are  held  in  the  moving-pic- 
ture room  located  in  the  sub-basement  of  the  State  House, 
which  room  is  fitted  up  for  this  purpose  with  a  booth, 
machine  and  other  necessary  apparatus  for  making  a 
thorough  and  practical  examination.  There  is  no  examina- 
tion necessary  for  an  assistant's  permit,  the  applicant  merely 
being  required  to  apply  personally  at  this  office  or  at  one 
of  the  branch  offices  of  the  department,  and  there  fill  in  the 
application  and  sign  his  name  in  the  presence  of  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Department,  who  in  turn  fills  in  the  personal 
description  of  the  applicant  and  arranges  for  the  granting 
of  the  permit.  The  respective  licenses  and  permits  may  be 
renewed  annually.  The  application  for  renewal  must  be 
accompanied  by  a  fee  of  $1  for  a  special,  first-class  or  special 
limited  license,  and  50  cents  for  the  renewal  of  a  second- 
class  license  or  an  assistant's  permit. 

Provision  is  also  made  in  this  statute  for  the  payment  of 
a  fee  of  $2  for  the  inspection  of  a  moving-picture  machine, 
and  a  like  sum  for  the  inspection  of  a  booth  or  enclosure. 

The  head  of  this  Department  is  also  authorized  by  the 
statute  to  grant  permits  for  special  exhibitions  of  moving 
pictures  in  churches,  halls  and  other  buildings  located 
outside  the  city  of  Boston.  The  application  for  such  permit 
must  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  $2.

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  259,  General  Acts  of  1915, 
all  persons  desiring  to  operate  steam  boilers  or  engines,  with 
certain  exceptions,  are  required  to  procure  a  license  there- 
for from  the  Boiler  Inspection  Department.  These  licenses 
are,  by  the  provisions  of  law,  divided  into  the  following 
classes:  engineers'  licenses, — first-class,  second-class,  third- 
class,  fourth-class,  portable  class  and  steam  fire  engineers' 
class;  firemen's  licenses,  —  extra  first-class,  first-class,  sec- 
ond-class  and    special.    These   licenses    are  granted   accord- 
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ing  to  the  experience  and  competency  of  the  applicant. 
Under  the  provisions  of  law,  all  applicants  for  first  and 
second  class  engineers,  and  for  special  licenses,  shall  be 
examined  by  a  board  of  three  inspectors;  also  all  appeals 
from  individual  examination  shall  be  heard  by  a  board  of 
three.  This  law  further  provides  that  applicants  for  a 
certificate  as  inspector  of  boilers  for  an  insurance  company 
shall  be  examined  by  a  board  of  three,  and  may  take  appeal 
to  the  Chief  and  be  heard  on  appeal  by  a  board  of  five 
members,  so  that  the  matter  of  examination  of  applicants 
assumes  greater  proportions  than  one  would  suppose,  and 
necessarily  consumes  a  considerable  amount  of  the  time  of 
this  Department. 

The  Department  is  also  authorized  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  465,  Acts  of  1907,  and  amendments  thereto 
relative  to  the  semiannual  inspection  of  steam  boilers,  under 
rules  formulated  by  the  Board  of  Boiler  Rules;  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  649,  Acts  of  1914,  which  relates  to  the 
construction  and  inspection  of  tanks  containing  compressed 
air  for  use  in  operating  pneumatic  machinery,  also  under 
rules  formulated  by  the  Board  of  Bo.iler  Rules;  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  467,  Acts  of  1914,  relative  to  safety  valves 
on  ammonia  compressors,  which  are  also  installed  under  rules 
formulated  by  the  same  Board  of  Boiler  Rules;  also  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  211,  General  Acts  of  1915,  relative  to  the 
licensing  of  operators  of  hoisting  machinery  where  the  power 
used  is  other  than  steam.  It  is  easy  to  see  from  a  perusal 
of  the  many  duties  imposed  upon  this  Department  of  twenty- 
five  men  that  their  time  is  well  occupied,  and  that  the 
management  of  this  branch  of  the  Force  is  no  easy  task, 
considering  the  necessity  of  distributing  the  members  so  that 
they  may  most  efficiently  and  economically  carry  out  their 
many  duties.

To  the  Chief  of  the  District  Police. 

Sie  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual 
report  of  the  Detective  Department  of  the  District  Police 
for  the  year  ending  Oct.  31,  1919,  and  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber following  added  by  the  direction  of  the  Chief. 

The  Department  is  composed  of  one  deputy  chief,  one 
chief  fire  inspector,  one  captain,  who  commanded  the 
steamer  "Lexington,"  and  twenty-six  men,  who  are  sub- 
divided into  fifteen  detectives  and  eleven  fire  inspectors. 

The  steamer  "Lexington"  having  been  sold  and  not  re- 
placed by  another  vessel,  the  captain  of  police  has  continued 
to  do  general  police  work. 

The  sudden  death  of  Thomas  F.  Eustace,  a  member  of 
this  branch  of  service,  came  as  a  shock  to  his  associates,  as 
he  was  very  popular  and  much  liked.  His  place  was  filled 
by  the  transfer  of  Fire  Inspector  Murtagh  to  the  detective 
branch  of  the  service,  and  the  vacancy  caused  by  such 
transfer  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Albert  L.  Brouil- 
lard,  who  was  detailed  on  fire  inspection  in  the  city  of 
Boston. 

The  officer  assigned  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions 
of  sections  56  and  57  of  chapter  212,  Revised  Laws,  in 
reference  to  the  prosecution  of  tramps,  is  still  doing  other 
duty,  as  there  are  no  tramps  comparatively  in  the  Common- 
wealth. When  dull  times  shall  interrupt  the  prosperity  of  the 
country  there  will  be  great  need  of  his  services  again. 

Officer  James  J.  Grady,  having  been  released  from  duty 
in  the  naval  service,  returned  to  the  Department  and  was 
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detailed  for  fire  inspection  in  the  city  of  Boston,  which  duty 
he  has  continued  to  perform  except  during  the  summer 
months,  when  he  was  in  command  of  the  steamer  "Lotis" 
patrolling  the  North  Shore. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  prosecuted  for  break- 
ing and  entering,  and  the  large  number  of  stolen  automobiles 
recovered  as  shown  in  the  table  of  the  Recapitulation  of 
Reports  of  the  Officers,  under  the  head  of  "  Value  of  Stolen 
Property  recovered,"  proves  the  successful  efforts  of  the 
officers  of  the  Department  in  dealing  with  this  important 
feature  of  crime. 

There  were  twenty-three  officers  from  this  branch  of  the 
Force  detailed  to  assist  the  Boston  police  authorities  in 
enforcing  the  law  and  preserving  order  on  the  night  that 
so  many  of  the  police  force  of  the  said  city  went  on  a  strike, 
and  from  the  reports  of  their  services  on  that  occasion  I 
am  sure  they  deserve  much  credit  for  the  conscientious  and 
fearless  manner  in  which  the  duty  was  performed. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  Department  is  in  good 
condition  and  the  morale  and  discipline  of  the  force  excellent. 

I  beg  leave  to  express  to  you  at  this  time  my  earnest 
thanks  and  gratitude  for  the  kind  assistance  and  support 
you  have  at  all  times  rendered  to  me  in  the  performance  of 
my  duties.

Office,  2  State  House,  Boston. 


To  the  Chief  of  the  District  Police. 

Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  Building  Inspection  Department  for  thirteen  months 
ending  Nov.  30,  1919. 

Bowing  to  the  march  of  progress  which  consolidates  the 
departments  of  the  Commonwealth  as  enacted  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  1919,  and  which  abolishes  the  Massachusetts  Dis- 
trict Police,  placing  the  Building  Inspection  Department  in 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  we  write  this  year  the 
valedictory  of  the  old  Department,  and  cheerfully  accept 
any  conditions  and  all  problems  that  will  be  imposed  on  us 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety.  We  have  no  apologies 
to  offer,  no  favors  to  ask.  During  the  year,  as  in  all  the 
years  since  the  Department's  inception,  its  officers  have 
performed  their  duties  faithfully  and  well.  That  they  are 
competent  has  been  proven  by  the  intelligent  manner  in 
which  they  performed  the  work  of  the  Department.  That 
they  were  loyal  and  faithful  has  been  proven  by  the  manner 
in  which  they  met  every  emergency  when  called  upon  to  do 
duty.  Proud  of  the  past,  we  look  to  the  future  with  con- 
fidence that  the  Commonwealth  will  be  conscientiously  and 
faithfully  served  by  the  officers  of  the  Building  Inspection 
Department,  under  any  commissioner  which  they  serve  or 
in  any  division  in  which  they  are  placed. 

The  Building  Inspection  Department  is  composed  of  a 
deputy  chief  and  eighteen  inspectors.  One  inspector  has 
been  designated  supervisor  of  plans,  as  provided  by  chapter 
655,  Acts  of  1913. 
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The  duties  of  the  members  of  the  Building  Inspection 
Department  require  the  enforcement  of  laws  relating  to  the 
erection,  alteration,  repair,  inspection  and  heating  and  ven- 
tilation of  buildings,  as  provided  by  chapter  655,  Acts  of 
1913;  laws  relating  to  the  operation  of  the  cinematograph, 
the  exhibition  of  moving  pictures  and  licensing  and  examin- 
ing operators  of  moving-picture  machines,  as  provided  in 
chapter  791,  Acts  of  1913;  laws  relating  to  the  installation, 
alteration  and  inspection  of  elevators,  and  the  licensing  and 
examining  of  operators  of  elevators,  in  cities  and  towns  not 
having  a  building  department  or  an  inspector  of  buildings, 
as  provided  in  chapter  806,  Acts  of  1913. 

The  wisdom  of  retaining  the  division  of  building  inspection 
as  a  branch  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  was  amply 
demonstrated  during  the  latter  portion  of  the  year,  when 
their  training  and  experience  as  police  officials  were  required 
by  the  city  of  Boston. 

Besides  performing  such  hazardous  duty  in  emergency, 
an  inspector  of  the  Building  Inspection  Department,  to 
perform  his  regular  duties,  must  have  expert  knowledge  of 
construction,  heating  and  ventilation  and  sanitation  of  build- 
ings; the  electric  wiring  devices  and  apparatus  used  in 
connection  with  the  exhibition  of  moving  pictures;  and 
safety  devices  of  freight  and  passenger  elevators.  He  must 
also  prepare  and  conduct  all  cases  which  he  brings  to  the 
attention  of  the  lower  courts  for  violation  of  law. 

When  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Department  was  issued 
it  was  noticeable  that  building  construction  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  had  declined  to  a  great  degree.  With  the 
commencement  of  the  working  year  of  1919,  which  began 
November  1,  the  end  of  the  World's  War  was  then  but  a 
few  days  off.  From  Armistice  Day,  the  renewed  activity 
in  the  making  of  new  plans  and  the  designing  of  new  struc- 
tures, which  were  affected  by  the  statutes  was  noticeable. 
There  was  great  hesitancy  about  the  commencement  of  con- 
struction of  buildings  on  account  of  the  scarcity  and  high 
price  of  materials,  the  uncertainty  of  the  labor  market,  and 
the  unparalleled  prices  paid  to  workmen  and  mechanics. 
Even    under    these    conditions    many    who    had    postponed 
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from  time  to  time  needed  structures  or  additions  to  build- 
ings were  compelled  to  accept  the  conditions  of  the  materials 
and  labor  market  and  erect  their  buildings.  Others  hesi- 
tated, expecting  that  conditions  might  change  more  favorably 
before  commencing  operations,  and  a  great  many  others 
abandoned  the  matter  of  erection  of  buildings  entirely. 
Up  to  the  time  of  issuing  this  report  conditions  have  not 
changed  materially. 

In  the  matter  of  approval  of  plans  the  number  held  low 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  From  the  spring  months 
until  the  present  there  has  been  a  noticeable  activity  and 
a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  plans  approved  by  this 
Department  for  proposed  buildings  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth. The  erection  of  buildings  of  habitation,  hotels 
and  apartment  houses,  —  the  plans  of  which  are  approved 
by  this  Department  for  structures  having  eight  or  more 
rooms  above  the  second  story,  and  for  which,  before  the 
World's  War,  plans  were  submitted  in  good  numbers,  fell 
off  appreciably  during  the  years  1918-19.  The  revival  of 
activity  of  the  construction  of  buildings  of  habitation  has 
not  yet  commenced,  nor  is  it  expected  among  builders  until 
a  more  favorable  materials  and  labor  market  can  be  taken 
advantage  of. 

As  a  result  of  some  criticism  and  agitation  relative  to 
heating  and  ventilation  of  school  buildings,  and  after  a  public 
hearing  held  in  Room  446,  State  House,  on  June  11,  1918,  a 
committee,  consisting  of  Mr.  E.  C.  Baldwin,  chairman, 
representing  the  State  Board  of  Education,  Dr.  Merrill 
Champion,  representing  the  State  Department  of  Health 
and  the  medical  profession,  Mr.  E.  R.  Stone,  representing 
the  heating  and  ventilating  engineers,  Mr.  James  E.  Allen, 
representing  the  architects  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
Jeremiah  J.  Carey,  deputy  chief,  Building  Inspection  Depart- 
ment, was  appointed  by  John  H.  Plunkett,  Chief  of  the 
Massachusetts  District  Police,  to  make  a  study  of  this 
important  matter.  The  committee  sent  the  following  com- 
munication to  Chief  Plunkett,  preliminary  to  taking  up  the 
work :  — 
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'    Sept.  3,  1918. 

Mr.  John  H.  Plunkett,  Chief  of  the  District  Police,  State  House, 

Boston,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir:  —  The  committee  appointed  by  you  to  consider  the  sub- 
ject of  schoolhouse  ventilation  and  heating,  after  listening  to  your 
preliminary  remarks,  met  at  Room  445  of  the  State  House,  and  dis- 
cussed its  work  as  outlined  by  you. 

The  subject  of  schoolhouse  ventilation  and  heating  is  so  interwoven 
with  the  life  and  comfort  of  the  young  people  of  the  Commonwealth 
that  your  committee  believes  that  it  should  be  studied  in  a  broad  and 
comprehensive  way. 

Much  criticism  of  the  various  types  of  apparatus  now  installed  in 
school  buildings  has  been  made,  some  of  which  may  be  founded  on 
facts.  Because  of  this  seeming  dissatisfaction,  and  because  of  the 
apparent  desire  of  interested  citizens  to  obtain  what  may  be  an  im- 
provement, we  believe  that  we  should  be  directed  to  undertake  the 
study  of  the  whole  subject,  which  we  think  should  be  done  by  taking 
into  our  confidence  everybody  in  the  Commonwealth  who  has  anything 
to  say,  or  possesses  any  ideas  on  the  subject. 

It  seems  necessary  that  we  listen  to  their  views  and  consider  their 
suggestions.  To  this  end  we  recommend  that  public  hearings  be  held 
in  the  city  of  Boston. 

We  would  also  suggest  that  special  studies,  involving  tests  of  various 
kinds,  be  made  in  existing  school  buildings  in  the  Commonwealth  and 
elsewhere,  gathering  together  the  results  of  any  extensive  experiments 
and  tests  that  have  been  made. 

It  does  not  now  seem  possible  to  outline  the  exact  course  that  should 
be  followed.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  should  prefer  not  to  outline  the 
course  in  detail,  but  rather  in  a  general  way,  as  suggested  above.  We 
can,  however,  indicate  to  a  certain  degree  the  details  of  our  plan  as  it 
presents  itself  to  us  at  this  time. 

We  have  said  that  it  is  our  desire  to  conduct  public  hearings.  We 
suggest  that  hearings  be  held  in  the  State  House  at  which  the  medical 
profession  as  a  class  will  be  heard;  hearings  at  which  architects  only 
will  be  heard;  others  at  which  heating  and  ventilating  engineers  will 
be  listened  to;  and  finally,  hearings  to  which  schoolhouse  janitors  will 
be  invited. 

It  would  not  be  wise  to  restrict  these  hearings  to  the  class  of  people 
invited  to  a  particular  hearing,  but,  on  the  contrary,  invite  the  general 
public  to  be  present  at  all  hearings.  We  would,  however,  hear  only 
the  views  of  the  particular  class  of  people  for  whom  the  hearing  would 
be  held.  In  this  way  we  hope  to  interest  everybody,  and  at  the  same 
time  obtain  the  point  of  view  of  one  class  of  people  at  a  time,  to  the 
end  that  the  best  ideas  may  be  brought  forth  without  unnecessary  con- 
fusion. 

As  indicated  above,  your  committee  believes  that  it  would  be  advis- 
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able,  and  with  its  present  light  it  does  believe  that  great  good  can  be 
obtained  by  holding  hearings.  We  believe  that  it  would  be  inadvisable 
to  treat  this  subject  in  any  other  than  a  broad  way,  and  it  therefore 
urges  upon  you  the  advisability  of  considering  this  comprehensive  plan, 
or  suggesting  another  for  its  guidance.

The  following  communication  was  received  from  Chief 
Plunkett:  — 

Mr.  J.  J.  Carey,  Secretary,  Committee  to  investigate  Schoolhouse  Venti- 
lation, State  House,  Boston,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir:  —  I  have  your  report  of  the  result  of  the  meeting  held 
at  Room  445,  and  would  respectfully  state  that  I  am  in  sympathy 
with  the  program  as  outlined  by  this  committee,  and  would  like  you 
to  state  to  the  committee  that  they  can  have  the  use  of  proper  instru- 
ments in  possession  of  this  Department  for  testing  ventilation  of  school 
buildings  and  any  assistance  as  to  men  that  they  may  require. 

I  approve  of  getting  all  the  information  necessary  through  hearings 
or  otherwise,  but  would  suggest  to  you  that  such  hearings  would 
necessarily  have  to  be  held  prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Legislature  of 
1919,  as  after  they  come  in  it  will  be  hardly  possible  to  procure  a  room 
for  hearing  purposes,  unless  they  want  to  carry  the  matter  over  to  the 
adjournment  of  the  Legislature  next  year.  I  would,  therefore,  suggest 
that  your  committee  take  up  the  matter  of  a  hearing  at  as  early  a  date 
as  possible.  Notify  me  in  advance  and  I  will  secure  a  room  for  the 
purpose.  Would  state  that  thus  far  I  am  in  approval  of  the  action 
taken  by  your  committee.

The  committee  on  heating  and  ventilation  sent  the  follow- 
ing communication  to  interested  parties  for  public  hearings 
in  the  matter  of  heating  and  ventilation  of  schoolhouses :  — 

State  House,  Boston,   Mass. 

Dear  Sir:  —  At  a  public  hearing  on  the  matter  of  heating  and 
ventilation  in  schoolhouses,  held  in  Room  446,  State  House,  June  11, 
1918,  a  motion  was  submitted  by  Mr.  Frank  A.  Kendall,  architect,  of 
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Boston,  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  to  take  up  the  mat- 
ter of  heating  and  ventilation  of  schoolhouses,  and  that  the  committee 
be  representative  of  school  authorities,  the  medical  profession,  archi- 
tects, heating  and  ventilating  engineers  and  the  Building  Department 
of  the  District  Police,  said  committee  to  be  appointed  by  John  H. 
Plunkett,  Chief  of  the  Massachusetts  District  Police. 

That  committee  has  been  appointed.  It  has  held  several  meetings. 
It  has  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  subject  it  has  to  deal  with  is 
one  of  great  magnitude;  in  fact,  it  is  the  subject  of  health  and  com- 
fort in  the  schoolroom.  It  is  of  vital  interest  to  every  citizen  within 
and  outside  the  Commonwealth  whose  children  are  being  educated  in 
our  public  or  private  schools;  to  school,  health  and  medical  officials, 
who  educate  and  care  for  the  health  of  pupils;  to  engineers,  architects 
and  builders,  who  design  and  erect  our  school  buildings;  and  especially 
to  the  public,  who  provide  the  funds  for  the  erection  and  maintenance 
of  schools. 

The  committee,  therefore,  at  its  hearings  and  in  making  its  experi- 
ments and  investigations,  desires  the  co-operation  of  all  persons  who 
can  assist  them  in  any  manner.  The  purpose  of  the  committee  is  to 
gather  all  the  information  possible,  favorable  or  otherwise,  to  carefully 
study  and  analyze  same,  and  report  recommendations  to  the  Chief  of 
the  Massachusetts  District  Police  for  his  approval  as  regulations  relat- 
ing to  the  heating  and  ventilation  of  schoolhouses. 

The  committee  has  decided  to  hold  hearings  at  Room  446,  State 
House,  Boston,  Saturday,  December  14,  and  Monday,  Dec.  16,  1918, 
which  are  to  be  public,  and  desires  the  attendance  of  all  persons  inter- 
ested in  the  subject.  Interested  persons  unable  to  attend  are  requested 
to  submit  their  views  by  letter. 

To  facilitate  matters  it  has  been  decided  that  the  best  results  can  be 
gained  by  hearing  interested  parties  in  groups,  as  follows:  — 

Saturday,  Dec.  14,  1918,  school  officials,  teachers  and  school  janitors. 

Monday,  Dec.  16,  1919,  medical  profession  and  health  officials, 
architects  and  heating  and  ventilating  engineers. 

The  groups  have  been  so  selected  that  the  committee  can  take 
each  phase  of  the  matter  separately,  so  that  it  may  determine  the 
causes  for  complaint  of  the  method  now  in  use,  if  any;  also  that  the 
advocates  of  all  methods  of  heating  and  ventilation  of  schoolhouses 
may  present  the  merits  of  their  systems,  apparatus  or  device.

After  the  public  hearings  held  by  the  committee  to  in- 
vestigate schoolhouse  heating  and  ventilation,  the  members 
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visited  a  number  of  school  buildings  in  Boston  and  other 
cities  and  towns,  also  halls  and  theatres,  in  which  inspection, 
investigation,  tests  and  experiments  were  made  covering 
about  all  the  phases  of  this  important  matter.  It  was 
noticeable  in  some  instances  where  complaint  or  criticism 
of  poor  ventilation  were  made  that  the  human  element  was 
the  cause  of  dissatisfaction  rather  than  the  apparatus  or 
appliances  installed  in  the  building.  Other  buildings  visited 
showed  poor  or  inadequate  installation  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements imposed.  During  the  hearings  of  the  committee 
and  its  tour  of  investigation  it  was  apparent  that,  while 
criticism  or  complaint  was  heard  in  some  instances,  no  one 
offered  a  better  solution  of  the  problem  than  the  committee 
already  had  knowledge  of.  It  was  finally  voted  at  its 
meeting,  held  March  4,  1919,  that  the  following  communi- 
cation be  sent  to  the  Chief  of  the  Massachusetts  District 
Police :  —

House,  Boston,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir:  —  The  special  committee  which  was  appointed  by  you 
Aug.  8,  1918,  to  investigate  the  matter  of  heating  and  ventilation  of 
schoolhouses,  held  a  meeting  at  the  office  of  Dr.  Champion,  Room 
545,  State  House,  Boston,  on  Tuesday,  March  4,  1919.  At  the  meet- 
ing a  review  of  the  work  done  by  the  committee  was  taken  up,  and 
many  matters  in  conjunction  therewith  discussed. 

By  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  committee  it  was  decided  that,  on 
account  of  the  fact  that  the  Heating  and  Ventilating  Engineers  of  the 
United  States,  in  conjunction  with  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Mines 
and  Bureau  of  Standards,  are  about  to  make  a  thorough  investigation 
of  the  heating  and  ventilation  of  buildings  and  the  amount  of  air  to  be 
supplied  to  each  occupant  in  certain  classes  of  buildings,  for  which 
ample  funds  have  been  provided,  it  believes  that  it  is  not  wise  at  this 
time  to  change  the  regulations  of  the  District  Police  relative  to  the 
heating  and  ventilation  of  schoolhouses. 

The  committee,  however,  decided  to  continue  its  work  of  investiga- 
tion and  study  of  the  subject  of  schoolhouse  heating  and  ventilation, 
and  will  meet  from  time  to  time,  subject  to  the  call  of  the  chairman.

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The  work  required  of  inspectors  in  connection  with  the 
exhibition  of  moving  pictures  increases  in  proportion  with 
their  other  duties  each  year.  The  examination  of  applicants 
for  licenses  is  done  by  inspectors  at  headquarters,  necessitat- 
ing applicants  from  all  parts  of  the  Commonwealth  to  come 
to  Boston.  I  would  recommend  that  proper  apparatus  be 
installed  at  Springfield  or  North  Adams  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  examination  for  applicants  in  the  western  portion  of  the 
State. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
support  given  me  by  the  inspectors  of  this  Department;  to 
others  who  have  assisted  me  in  any  manner  in  the  perform- 
ance of  my  duties  I  am  deeply  grateful.

To  the  Chief  of  the  District  Police. 

The  work  of  the  members  of  the  Boiler  Inspection  Depart- 
ment during  the  period  commencing  Oct.  28,  1918,  and 
terminating  Nov.  30,  1919,  has  been  the  enforcement  of  the 
several  laws,  rules  and  regulations  coming  within  their 
jurisdiction,  including  the  — 

Engineers'  and  firemen's  license  law  (chapter  259,  General  Acts  of 
1915). 

Boiler  inspection  law  (chapter  465,  Acts  of  1907,  as  amended  by  chap- 
ter 563,  Acts  of  1908;  chapter  393,  Acts  of  1909;  chapter  257,  Gen- 
eral Acts  of  1918;  and  chapter  133,  General  Acts  of  1919). 

Operators  of  hoisting  machinery  license  law  (chapter  656,  Acts  of  1911, 
as  amended  by  chapter  211,  General  Acts  of  1915). 

Air  tank  inspection  law  (chapter  649,  Acts  of  1914). 

Ammonia  compressor  safety  valve  law  (chapter  467,  Acts  of  1914). 

Steam  boiler  rules  formulated  by  the  Board  of  Boiler  Rules. 

Air  tank  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Boiler  Rules,  and  the 
ammonia  compressor  safety  valve  rules  formulated  by  said  Board. 

Of  the  five  men  from  this  Department  who  enlisted  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States  in  connection 
with  the  great  World  War,  one  boiler  inspector  returned  to 
the  Department  on  May  19,  another  on  October  5,  another 
on  April  20  after  five  months'  service,  and  the  Boiler  In- 
spection Department  stenographer  on  March  16,  1919.  Of 
the  three  who  enlisted  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  one 
boiler  inspector  still  remains  in  national  service,  a  temporary 
inspector  having  been  employed  in  his  place  since  Dec.  16, 
1918.  One  inspector  retired  April  30  and  another  resigned 
September  14. 
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No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Steam  Boiler  Rules 
formulated  by  the  Board  of  Boiler  Rules  of  this  Common- 
wealth, which  have  continued  to  work  advantageously  to 
the  Commonwealth  and  to  the  interests  specially  represented 
on  the  Board.  Five  petitions  for  changes  in  the  Steam 
Boiler  Rules  were  considered  at  the  semiannual  hearing  of 
the  Board  on  Nov.  6,  1919,  and  will  be  further  considered 
when  the  new  Board  of  Boiler  Rules  shall  have  been  ap- 
pointed in  accordance  with  section  105  of  chapter  350, 
General  Acts  of  1919. 

The  exemptions  from  the  boiler  inspection  law  remain 
the  same  as  previously,  —  boilers  of  railroad  locomotives, 
motor  road  vehicles,  boilers  in  private  residences,  boilers 
in  public  buildings  and  in  apartment  houses  used  solely  for 
heating,  carrying  pressures  not  exceeding  15  pounds  per 
square  inch  and  having  less  than  4  square  feet  of  grate 
surface,  boilers  of  not  more  than  3  horsepower,  boilers  used 
for  horticultural  and  agricultural  purposes  exclusively,  and 
boilers  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

The  insurance  companies  authorized  to  inspect  and  insure 
steam  boilers  in  this  Commonwealth,  from  whom  reports  of 
inspections  have  been  received  by  this  Department,  are  as 
follows:  —

There  have  been  19,688  reports  of  steam  boiler  inspections 
and  433  reports  of  air  tank  inspections  made  by  the  above- 
named  insurance  companies,  a  total  of  20,121  insurance 
company  reports. 

The  seven  authorized  insurance  companies  named  above 
have  in  their  employ  139  inspectors  of  steam  boilers  and 
air  tanks  who  hold  certificates  of  competency  issued  by  this 
Department.  Thirty-four  applicants  for  such  certificates 
were  examined  during  the  year,  10  of  whom  were  granted 
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certificates  of  competency  as  inspectors  of  steam  boilers  for 
this  Commonwealth,  while  the  other  24  applicants  failed  in 
the  examinations. 

Of  the  $1,000  appropriated  for  investigation  work,  ap- 
paratus and  maintenance  in  the  Boiler  Inspection  Depart- 
ment, the  sum  of  $685.41  has  been  expended  in  repairing, 
replacing  and  improving  equipment  for  examination  of  ap- 
plicants for  license  as  engineer  or  fireman  at  the  main  and 
branch  offices,  and  for  other  contingent  expenses.

In  addition  to  the  time  and  services  lost  tc  this  Depart- 
ment by  the  continuation  of  military  or  naval  service  con- 
sequent upon  the  war,  the  larger  part  of  the  boiler  inspection 
force  was  withdrawn  from  boiler  inspection  and  other  Depart- 
ment service,  to  perform  patrol  duty  in  the  city  of  Boston 
during  the  so-called  police  strike. 

The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Chief  of  the  District 
Police  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  303, 
dated  Oct.  13,  1919,  stipulate  that  no  person  shall  hereafter 
construct,  maintain  or  use  any  tank  or  container  to  which 
these  rules  and  regulations  apply  without  first  having 
obtained  a  permit  therefor  from  the  Chief  of  the  District 
Police.  Application  for  a  permit  shall  be  made  in  writing 
to  the  Chief  of  the  District  Police.  No  permit  will  be 
granted  until  plans  and  specifications  in  duplicate  have 
been  filed  with  the  Chief  of  the  District  Police,  and  have 
been  approved  for  use  as  specified  in  the  application.  Under 
your  direction  a  number  of  such  plans  have  been  examined 
by  the  Boiler  Inspection  Department  as  a  preliminary  to 
the  required  approval.

MISCELLANEOUS    MATTERS. 


Disposition  of  Forfeited  Liquors. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1919,  under  the 
provisions  of  section  80,  chapter  100,  Revised  Laws,  I  have 
received  the  following  liquors  and  packages  containing  the 
same  and  have  given  my  receipt  therefor:  — 

Spirituous  liquors,        .        .        .     1,884  gallons,  1  quart,  1  pint,  1  gill. 
Malt  liquors,        .       .       .        .     2,858  gallons. 

LTntil  the  passage  of  the  United  States  war  prohibition  act 
all  spirituous  liquors  that  were  of  value  were  sold  to  hospitals 
and  individuals  for  medicinal  purposes  only  and  to  wholesale 
dealers  as  found  necessary.  Only  a  small  quantity  of  the 
malt  liquors  was  sold,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  balance  was 
of  poor  quality  and  therefore  unsalable,  the  remainder  hav- 
ing been  emptied  into  the  sewer.  The  empty  packages  were 
sold  to  the  respective  brewers  or  bottlers  owning  the  same. 
After  paying  all  expenses  in  connection  with  the  transporta- 
tion, etc.,  of  these  liquors,  amounting  to  $643.29,  the  balance, 
),  was  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth. 


Disposition  of  Confiscated  Weapons. 

Chapter  583,  Acts  of  1908,  section  2,  provides  that  pistols, 
revolvers  and  other  weapons  confiscated  by  order  of  the 
court  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Chief  of  this  Force,  and  that 
the  same  may  be  sold  or  destroyed.  It  further  provides 
that,  in  the  event  of  such  sale,  the  net  proceeds,  after  paying 
the  cost  of  transportation,  must  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1919,  I  received 
from  various  officers  of  the  Commonwealth,  whose  duty  it

To  the  clerks  and  members  of  the  Department  I  extend 
my  thanks  for  their  loyal  support  and  for  their  faithful  atten- 
tion to  duty  during  the  years  that  I  have  been  Chief  of  the 
District  Police,  and  I  believe  that,  as  members  of  the  new 
Department,  they  will  demonstrate  these  same  characteris- 
tics, and,  I  hope,  will  remain  employees  of  the  Common- 
wealth for  many  years  to  come.
